and theſe two are ſo needful to enable and make'a Phyſician compleat, in the Office of Cu-- 
ring ; that if he be defeCtive in the one, he halts: on that ſide; but if he be deveſted of the 


other, he is reduced to nothing ; for without Medicines he is uſeleſs 5 and without a cer- 


tain knowledge therein, he is unable to perform any true Service tothe'Sick and diſeaſed ;; 


but is an wncertain and unſafe Praftiler. 

Notwithſtanding the grand importance of theſe two principal Parts :| Firſt Chirurgery was 
lopt of, and ſeparated;from them ; afterwards and not long ſince ; Meidcines were delerted 
by them 3 -and they reſerved only to themſelves, the notional, talking, and genteel part of 
theit Prafeſſion : the motives thereunto, and feigned pretences for that unreaſonable de-

{titutes,nor any tabordiaate Men and thcirServants,in a perfunttory Shop trading way ; but 


managed all by their own labqur, or diligent inſpection over their own Servants at home, 
as greatly concerned for Mans Life ; and ſo careful for providing for the Sick, that nothing 
appertainivg to the whole bulineſs, but palled through their own hands, or managed under

Some people there are that inquire after, and give ear to Medicines of alluring, great, and 
high Titles : lofallible Elixirs, Never-failing Cordzalls ; Pills of wonderſul operations; and ſuch 
likedeluſions put forth by boaſting Quack : and theſe the vlger are fond of, and yainly 
believe: for which folly they ſometimes pay dear, and repent when it is too late; having 
loſt the opportuuity of Cure : but for the Malters of that great Art, that deſerve to be ex-- 
alted ; a Pillory may be thought the fitteſt reward for ſuch wonderful Medicine- makers. But 
now 1 think of” it again, they may well be called wongerfu} Medicines z for ſome of theſe 
Boaſters and great Lyars, bave gained ſome thouſands of pounds, with a mean, trifling Me. 
dicine in a ſhort time, which many a good Phyſician could never do, with all his Learaing, 
andTnduſtry in praQice,- all his Life. But he that ſets up for a Cheat, is the likelieſt Manto 
thrive : -theſe then muſt needs be wonderful Medicines,that work ſuch wonderful effets. And 
thatſo many people ſhould be impoſed upon, their ſenſe and reaſon deluded by a ſort of Men: 
5norant and wnskiful in this profound Art: that's another wonder wrought by thoſe ſuper. 
dious Medicines z fo that now [ am ſatisfied ; they had not their great Titles and wonderful 
Names for-nothing. | : | 

Theſe Inferences- may be drawn from-hence.. Firſt, That there are more Fools in the 
World than wiſe People: and they that humour and adhere to the fooliſh Party, are the 
greateſt-gainers, Secondly , That lying and cheating gets more oftentimes,” than learned 
induſtry.and »prighe dealing. Thirdly, - That the iwprobability and wnfitneſs of Undertakers. 
to perform ſuch great and ſtrange pretenſions; begets Admirers, Followers after, and pro- 
vers of their Rarities. Fonrthly, That requwsſire and fir qualifications, likely to perform: 
whatis, promiſed in Art ;. this.being no wonder, makes no noiſe, and therefore not ſo much 
regarded, Fifthly, That it is a doubtful thing, whether long Study, and great Induſtry to. 
attain'the CharaGter-of Skillful ; will then make a.rich Man, ora poor compleat Artiſt,
